Power House Has Entrance 
To TunnelsMfrngh Campus

A horrible,. Jealously-guarded 
teeret has been wrenched from the 
engineers. The reason why so many 
of them seem' to prefer the base- 
ment of their building to any other 
part is a tunnel. The tunnel, which 
which is no ordinary tunnel, leads 
to Royal Victoria College. 

The formerly concealed tunnel 
originates from the power house. 
Two other tunnels also start from 
there and go through the campus. 
The power house, as one power 
house official said, "is the nerve 
centre of McGlll." 

To approach the tunnels. It is 
necessary to go through a turbine- 
(illed room, down steep stairs and 
to duck under a valve. Three 
tunnels radiate from there. One 
leads north through the Biology

The., second tunnel goes south 
through the Engineering Building 
and eventually arrives at RVC 
after going through other buildings 
including the Chemistry and Phy- 
sics Buildings. 

The ArU Building is the destigna- 
tlon of the third tunnel, which will 
soon be extended to the Redpath 
Museum and Library. 

These tunnels conduct electricity 
and heal. Pipes line the walls and 
the tunnels arc large enough for a 
human to walk through. Except 
the pipe which is ' going . under 
University street There one .must 
crawl on hands and> knees. ' '^; ' 
The power house is open 21 
hours a day. Electric turbfnes.and 
boilers, . which run all the time, 
use SO to GO tons of coal per day. 

The power house was built in 
1609.. At the time, two small 
engines and two boilers of 250 
h.p. each^; \^cràgin|^^ 
then,' larger' maehlnôifS^ 
Installed from time to time at 
McGlll. which was lighted by 
direct current, now runs on alter- 
nating current' electricity. Steam 
engines at 40,000 pounds pressure 
run these . machines.: ' 
■ Switches line a wail of the power 
house. Each switch controls one 
building belonging to the univer- 
sity. Including the fraternity houses 
on University street.

Open Diplomacy Is Cause 
Of Crisis-liiéldliôùse 



"The present unfortunate world 
crisis is largely the result of overly- 
open diplomacy", said H. N. Field- 
house, Kingsford pro(cssor o( His- 
tory, and Dean o( the (acuity o( 
Arts and Science, while speaking on 
"How We Conduct Our Foreign 
Policy" at a meeting ol the St. 
James Literary Society last evening. 

After giving an initial definition 
o( diplomacy as the application o( 
tact and intelligence to policy: Dean 
Fieldhouse bricdv sketched a his- 
torical --background, starting with 
the Byzantine Empire^ which wps 
the first western state to develop 
a diplomatic service. He pointed, 
also, to the: Venetians, as being re- 
presentative' of the early type of 
diplomats — the cut-throats, who 
treated ail visiting ambassadors 
with suspicion, it was in this way 
UiMUie word 'diplomacy' acquired 
an^imvqiiry quality.

Offensive Halted 
B;^ Fanatical Chinese 



A swelling A.llled^affenslve met 
head-on with fanatleai Chinese re- 
sistance half way ' between Suwon 
and the South . Korean capital of 
Seoul. Hand-to-hand fighting, heavy 
artillery barragcs'and blistering air 
attacks, mowed down thousands of 
Chinese troops in the pine hills 
north of Suwon^ ' 

Despite jt^^i[n^mU|^Allied as- 
sault, the RM^^BSed to break. 
A reglmehuii *ofilcer!?on. the' front 
expressed hU bëUef that the U.S. 
Eighth Army, has finally reached 
the main Conamunist defence Une 
south of the Han River. 

It was the first time In Its recent 
offensive that' the Eighth Army 
used bayonets on the Chinese. Pre- 
viously, Turkish soldiers - made 
gains that way, 



saturiated bombing from . the air 
was ordered. 

. Naval activity continued olf the 
east coast o( Korea as the U.S. 
battleship Missouri pounded Ko- 
song, 45 miles north o( the 38th 
Parallel. However, no landing was 
attcmptéd.

Meanwhile, at Lake Success, the 
United States strove for a quick 
verdict by the U.N. General Assem- 
bly on a U.S. resolution calling Red 
China the aggressor in Korea.

The years between the Napoleonic 
wars and 1814, marked a high period 
of > professional diplomacy. The 
quality of truthfulness in diplom- 
acy was put foremost for the first 
time in history. 

To the quality of absolute truth- 
fulness was added that of absolute 
precision. The Dean stressed that 
for greater precision diplomatic 
communications should bei written. 
He deplored the reducing of diplo- 
macy to an art of snappy conver- 
satlon-^'the Mike Pearison legend. 

The next topic of the address 
concerned diplomatic languatsc. 
"Men have more pride than in- 
telligence, and won't eat humblc- 
pie In' public. - The old diplomats 
knew : this, , and ' adjusted their lan- 
guage accordingly to a muted one 
of understatement Today, diplo- 
matic language has become that of 
calling names in public," he said. 

This change in language reflects 
the change from secret to* open 
diplomacy. "Preservation of the 
peace depends on co-operation and 
compromise in private sessions-r- 
'prbclamatlons from rooftops', open 
diplomacy are disastrous." 

"The new danger is diplomacy 
by conferences. These are fraught 
with danger because of the sheer 
fallibility of the human memory, 
and because. In an atmosphere of 
stresEs, ambassadors will make snap 
Judgments that they will later re 
gret. The famous 'yacht' conference 
between théfc(^wl«'nd the Kaiser 
Is ' an exa^^rafemitlcs made in 
such fashiolim^S^invariably fall 
through.. 

Negotiations, to be satisfactory, 
must of necessity be unpleasant, be- 
cause each country is_^ seeking its 
own interest ComiuromS^^slow 
and difficult, and caiT bé arrived 
at more readily U the Foreign 
secretaries stay- at i. home, and con- 
duct their" biislriess *In vvrltlng. 
Heads of powers 'dropping out of 
the sky' to confer at Yalta, Casa- 
blanca, and Quebec has proved ex 
tremely upfortunate. 

The present world situation at- 
tests to the fact that open diploma'> 
cy is undesirable, coiicluded Dean 
Fieldhouse.

In the' second Model Parliament 
of the year,, the L.P.P. asked for 
lmmedlate'«wjthdrawal of Canadian 
troops frorn^KwIaî for recognition 
of Communist China by Canada, 
and (or Canadian support o( China 
in the U.N.O. 

The bill which included these 
proposals was detested by one vote. 

Undoubtedly one o( the closest 
decisions ever reached in such a 
debate, the final vote came, after 
a preliminary count had set a mar- 
gin of two votes against the motion. 
This in turn was preceded by much 
confused voting on an amendment 
and sub-amendment. The whole 
was accompanied by confusion, 
question and doubt, and the raising 
of a point as to whether non-stu- 
dents were voting. 

Debate on the motion was opened 
by Flora RosenKerg, the L.P.P. gov- 
ernment's Prime Minister. Cana-

ly increased. A d«bt was incurred 
of 1240,000, which will, mean an 
annual charge for interett^and re- 
tirement of principal ol, twenty 
thousand dollars. (These are only 
approximate figures). 

In order to pay this amount, and 
at the same time help carry the in- 
creased . operational costs, of the 
ibove mentioned plants, with its 
extensions. 'it is necessary that as 
much revenue as can be obtained 
irom the stadium, should be secur- 
ed so that no curtailment of Inter- 
collegiate^ and Intramural sporU 
should result. Prior to the construc- 
tion of the south stands, the stud- 
ents were accomodated in the 
wooden stands on the site of the 
new stsnds. with the capacity of 
fifteen hundred. The students are 
cow accomodated on the knock- 
down bleachers, with the capacity 
of three thousand, • closer to the 
field at a season ticket rate of one 
dollar and fifty cents, compared 
with the rate of seven dollars and 
fifty cents charged to the public. 

It will be noted that the new 
squash courts are not yet finished. 
It was originally intended that the 
new squash courts be finished in 
wood, according to the specifica- 
tions of the U.S. Squash Associa- 
tion, so that, they would be eqiiai 
to the best on the continent. Un- 
fortunately, co.sts had, so risen in 
the past few years, that the total 
costs of the Memorial Hail and 
Swimming Pool, etc., was much 
greater than was anticipated, when 
the McGlll Graduate Society term- 
.i.-,ated their financial campaign. 
The result has been that the cost 
o> the new buildings has exhausted 
all available funds, and it will be
